James Opens 
Arboretorium 
At MacDonald 



Today at three o'clock Principal 
James will officially open the new 
Arboratorium at St. Anne-dc-Bellc 
vue by unveiling a plaque which 
commemorates the late Mr. and 
Mrs.-.'Morgan and .their_aon Harold 
—the original owners of the estate. 

This new addition to MacDonald 
College comprises aboiit one .third 
of the original' 1,100-acre estate- of 
the Morgan family — sometimes 
called Stoney-Croft farm— which 
was bought by McGlll in 1043. This 
farm is the only large wooded area 
left on the island of Montreal and 
Is a miniature wildlife reserve. 

The 465 acre Arboratorium will 
be used by the Department ot> Ag- 
riculture as a large scàle labôrato^ 
for testing metl^ids of preserving 
Canada's forests and wooded areas 
so that future Canadians will con 
tinue to derive benefit from our 
trees. It Is quite close to the Col 
lege and the grounds of the old 
Morgan estate run through the Col- 
lege grounds.

Daily Staffer Returns 
From Noronic Probe 



A 19-year-old . second-year Arts 
student, credited with saving the 
lives of up to 30 passengers in the 
disastrous Noronic fire Sept. 17, 
returns to classes at McGlll today, 
after spending the last two weeks 
at the Toronto probe, investigating 
the holocaust. ' 

Employed for the summer as a 
bellboy on. the ill-fated Great 
Lakes luxury ship, Loiils A. Eddy, 
a Daily desk editor,, was "one of 
the few" crew members on duty 
when the fire broke oiit. 

Testifying; at the Kellock inqul.>7 
on Tuesday, Eddy said' all door- 
ways on the ship's port side were 
closed and secured until he un- 
screwed the nuts of one-half of a 
double doorway, allowing congre- 
gated passengers to escape-In small 
boats. ■ „ ) .. 

Eddy said he was arranging chairs 
when h!»^flCTt|||wwlled vamlsh 
burning W^sSlw^gmoke. "I yelled 
'Firel' " he said "and went to push 
the alarm button. I found it had 
been, smashed. 

It was at the helrtttef.the fire, 
he testified, that hél ^iqSa f reight 
deck door. "The door 
starboard side and wafflninny 
this time, the whole deekTlneludlhg 
the overhead, gangway, was on fire. 
It appeared as if the whole ship 
was now on fire. The gangway 
also was on fire. I ran over, to' the 
port side, but the gangway door 
was closed — In ;facV all the port 
side doors were closed." 

"I found a heavy' steel wrench 
used to open the clamps on the 
doors,", he continued. "I took the 
wrench-. There would be at least 



five nuts on one side of a double 
door. I swung open one side, and 
there was fire all above." - There 
were about 30 people congregated 
at that door. 

"A boat came over' toward the 
ship and I knew the people there 
would get off, so I ran out of the 
engine rom and up to' 'D' deck to 
the' port- side passenger accommo

University Students), and Stau- 
ley Mann, production director of 
the Radio Workshop. 
Leonard Ashley, was removed 
from the chairmanship ot the Radio 
Committee but unanimously voted 
by the S.E.C. to remain "a mem- 
ber In an advisory capacity." He 
would have no vote on the com- 
'mlttce. The' S.E.C. felt ..he should 
not hold the ' chairmanship because 
he Is a graduate student. 

The S.E.C. has recommended 
Arthur Garmaisc and Boris Ber 
brier members of the Radio Com- 
mittee to replace two of those dis- 
missed. Betty Sinclair, S.E.C. re- 
presentative on Uie Radio Commit 
tee. Is the only person retaining 
an original position. 

One position on the committee is 
now remaining and is to be filled 
by a member to be elected by the 
Radio Workshop, and approved by 
ttic S.E.C. 

■ Jon Ballon, president of the De 
hating Society, declined to mak-» 
any comment last night. Ho said he 
v/ouid make no statement until tho 
S.E.C. had Issued a. statement 

When called- for a'sUtemènt on 
the sitiiatlon, Betty Sinclair asked 
"Have you the permission of the 
S£nC. to run the story?" 

The Dally repot ter replied that 
!<o such permission had: been ob- 
tained and Miss 'Sinclair then said: 
"This is an S.E.C. matter and it 
should not go into The Dally until 
wc have approved It." - - 

The Dally reporter declared that 
an effort had been made to. get 
in touch with Collin McCailum, 
president of th'ç Students Society 
and chairman of the S E.C, but ne 
could not be located at that time. 
(Efforts to locate him before The 
Daily went to press were also un- 
successful.) 

"Have you any comment on the 
new radio coristltutlon?" Mrs. Sin- 
clair was asked. "There Is no new 
constitution," Mrs. Sinclair replied. 
"The Radio Committee was uncon- 
stitutional." 

Commenting on this, Leonard 
Ashley said:- "Last year's Radio 
Committee apparently did not re- 
port to the S.E.C. the names of 
the committee they elected to suc- 
ceed theni. This year's Radio Com- 
mittee was unaware that this pro- 
cedure had not been followed." 

Conrad Shatner, last year's chair- 
man of the Radio Committee stated 
that he had reported the names to 
the S.E.C. in compliance with this 
rule. 

Asked If m broadcast scheduled 
for this Stmday afternoon would 
-go on the air, Leonard Aahley re- ' 
piled: "Unless the S.E.C. advises 
me to suspend radio activities un- 
til the new committee takes over, 
we will fulfill our commitment 
for this Sunday with CJAD."' 
Ashley then gave the following 
statement to The Dally: "On 'the 
recommendation of the Debating 
Society , the SEC has reorganized 
the Radio Committee, The Debating 
Society reqiiestcr ■ that I, then chair- 
man of the committee, be removed| 
but the SEC unanimously voted 
that I remain as "a member ot the 
committee in an advisory cap'acity.". 
There is at present no chairman, 
but one wûl be elected at the first 
nTeeling -ot the reconstituted com* 
mittee Friday aftémoon."

Dawson S.S.' 
Fix Finances 
With McGiU 

RcpreEentat|m^o(|the V Da wson 
and McGlll stiSent'soeietlcs reach- 
ed an agreement on the settlement 
of Dawson finances at a meeting in 
the McGill union last night. The 
meeting was held mainly to make 
final arrangements for clearing 
away a loan made to the Dawson 
student society by ttie McGill 
students Executive Council a year 
ago to cover excess expenditures. 

"Preliminary arrangements for 
the final settlement were mutually 
agreed upon," declared Harold Cor 
rlgan, chairman of the McGlll S.E.C. 
financial committee. "Dawson's 
deficit has now been reduced to 
$3,481," he said. ~ It Is hoped Inat 
the remainder of the loan will be 
covered by sale of Dawson equip 
menf-on the termination of Daw- 
son College. This.wlll not Interfere 
with' any "ôf Dawgonîs. activities for 
the coming year,".^ he added. 

Speaking on behalf, of 'the Daw- 
son representatives, George Ste- 
phen, retiring president of the Daw- 
son Students Executive Council, de- 
clared that "a clea^ unaerstanding 
was reached with, the McGU com- 
mittee, it; is~! recognized;^ that the 
McGlll S.E.C.' must'.be^ gûâraatecd 
a sum equal to the outstanding de- 
ficit. It will be the rcsponsibllUy 
of the incoming Dawson S.E.C. to 
effect such an arrangement." 

'An attempt will bo made to 
secure' funds for purchase of the 
S.E.C. equipment at the close ot 
the academic session, the amount 
of bids to be deducted from 
the present deficit," he added. 
"Thus the direct financial buroen 
on Dawson students will be reduc- 
ed. There will be sufficient funds 
available to permit the carrying on 
of activities as in the past, but cau- 
tion must be exerded more than 
ever before."

The aim of the student publica- 
tion is to accquainl McGill students 
with 'the facilities and myrlbd ac- 
Uvltles of the campus organiza- 
tions. It guides the confused Frosh 
through the maze of various clubs. 
Upperclassmen use It to refresh 
their knowledge on the existing 
societies. There are periodicals for 
those Interested in club functions, 
everyday occurrences, medicine, 
dentistry and even college humor. 
The publications have a long 
reaching arm, touching on every 
phase of college lite. 

One of the handiest little red 
books in college la The McGill 
Handbook, commonly referred to 
as The Bible. Besides containing a 
list of articles to be memorized by 
the freshles. It gives a full cover- 
age on all the existing organiza- 
tions. It includes a list of singable 
collegiate songs, a brief hlitory of 
McGill, an explanation of the Uni- 
versity coat of arms, and a re- 
freshing article on the points of 
interest on and oft the campus.

to explain the cask for the Radio 
Committee as It then existed. I 
advised the SEC that if the Debat'- 
Ing Society's request for a repre- 
sentative were granted every^ other 
campus organization whlch^'has, or 
will have, air time on the McGill 
Show or other shows could legiti- 
mately regard such an action as a 
precedent and demand, a repre- 
sentative from tlieir group on the 
Radio Committee." 

"I have heard that already at least 
two large campus organizations plan 
to do just that. I expect that others 
will follow their lead to demand 
the rights which this precedent 
givcq them. I can see no grounds 
on which they can be Justly re 
fused." 

"In my opinion the Committee 
will become too large to function 

effectively and a great many groups 
who would have mèmbers on the 
Radio Committee under this plan 
would have neither the Radio ex- 
perience nor the technical know 
ledge to run McGill radio in gen 
eral." 

"Mr. Ballon, told s, me that he 
thinks the Debating Society's pian 

(which In my view would set up 
an impossibly large and unqualified 
Committee to "regulate and govern 
all student radio broadcasting") is, 
in his words, "organizationally 
sound." 

"I not only submit that it is not 




organizationally soiind, but a state- 
ment , from Conrad Shatncr, last 
year's - chairman o( the committee 
and for several years a member, 
informs me that such a plan has 
been tried in the past and proved 
totally unsatisfactory. Three years 
ago the S.E.C.; in view of this fact, 
amended the constitution ^ of tlie 
Radio Commfttee to the one which 
existed up until this time. No group 
was rcprcséhted except the Radio 
Worlcshop, which Mr. Shatner re- 
ports the S.E.C. felt "justly merited 
it." > 

"The Radio Committee's sugges- 
tion, that a. representative from 
each group having air time be con- 
sulted (as they have been for the 
past three years) on anything that 
concerns them— but not on other 
group's alr-limc problems — was 
turned down by the S.E.C. Wed- 
nesday." 

"The SEC was convinced by 
pi oof I submitted Wednesday night 
that this .year's Radio Committee, 
before the reorganization, had al- 
ready accomplished in one month 
more than any other Radio Com- 
mittee had been able to do in a 
year; It had obtained more ra- 
dio time, better radio time, more 
co-operation from local stations, 
more opportunity for students who 
wish to iskc part in broadcasting, 
and, as a result, greater student 
interest in campus radio."
